Under the above caption We alluded ii our 
last Nov. to the jarrival among us of Rev W. 
Spear, formerly a missiovary of the Presbyte- 
rian Board of missons to China. But his mis. 
sion, under the patronage of the same Board, 
to the Chinese of this State, deserves a more 
extended notice. | 

His arrival dates a new era in our church 


history. It is an era most welcome. or when 


our churches shall have undertaken the Supe. | 


port and vigorous prosecution of this domestic- 
foreign mission, California will have entered 
on her great religious destiny. That .destiny 
Is an important agency im the cvangelization 
of the Islands and Continents bordered by the 
Pacific Ocean. In this respect we only share 
in the destiny of American Christianity to the 
whole world. The portion that fills to us is 
naturally that which lies over avainst us.— 
There, on the Islands and on the shore of cast. 
ern Asia ’our brethren in the castern states 
long since planted the cross. And well have 
their missionaries laid the foundations ot «a 
great and permanent work. ‘Through their 
prayers, alms, and labors, the Bible has been 
translated into languages spoken on those 
shores by a third of the human tamily.

Nearest to us on the plain, was the town of 
San Jose, and a little to the left was.the village 
of Santa Clara, while beyond were Alviso, and 
the Mission of San Jose, situated on the table 
land in the distance. This view embraces a 
territory which in a few years will be densely 
populated. It is wooded along the base of the 
hills which bound it on the East and West, and 
watered by several streams that empty into the 
bay. It may nearly all be cultivated, much of 
it being as rich as Egypt, yielding an hundred 
fold. It needs but labor and experience to de- 
velope its capabilities. Many are now gaining 
this experience at the expense of failures and 
losses, but such as persevere reap their reward. 
Turning to the view in the opposite direc: 
tion, hills appeared beyond hills, separated by 
their gaps and gorges, sparsely woodgd on 
their sides, and inhabited by bears, panthers, 
decr, and other game. From the top of one of 
the highest summits we were informed that the 
town of Monterey can be seen. Descending 
now to the upper entrance to the mine, we pre- 
pared for our explorations. We were each 
furnished with a candles fastened to the end of 
a stick as long asacane, with which each 
must enlighten his own way. We were in- 
formed that this ectrance into the mountain 
was commenced by the Indians. It is supposed 
that they sought the vermilion coloring of the 
cinnabar, with which to paint themselves. In 
opening the mine at this point their tools were 
found, consisting entirely of stones of various 
sizes and shapes, with which they followed the 
vermilion ore. 


One chamber was found where there had 
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In this way many hundreds have had an 
epiiome of the truths of the gospel placed in 
their hands.

colportage system, of offering the word of God 
to their notice and acceptance. | 

Ina port of great commercial importance, 
the claims of mariners should not be forgotten. 
Through this society, copies of the Scriptures 
have been supplied to a number of ships about 
to sail from the harbor. In this work we have 
been assisted by the Rev. Mr. Taylor and Mr. 
Evans, connected with the Bethel work in this 
city, and Dr. Thurston late of Lowell, Massa- 
chusetts. | 

We have co-operated with others in supply- 
ing the inmates of the Hospital with the Serip- 
tures. In this way two hundred or more Bibles 
and Testaments have been given to the sick 
and suffering, giving them the opportunity 
of applying to thcir souls the consolation of 
the Gospel.

Arriving at the cars, just as a load of ore was 
ready to staft on its way out, we seated our- 
sclves upon one, and looked down the shatt 
where, ata distance of nine hundred feet the 
opening at the entrance seems much too small 
to permit the exit of such large bodies as our- 
selves, cars andall. At the moment we were 
ready to move, a salute of. discharges in the 
mine ,thundered in our cars, and we trundled 
down toward daylight. Considering that what 
has been accomplished -here is principally the 
work of the last two years, it foretokens the ma- 
king of the whole hill: into a honey comb in 
time tocome. There is now but a small work- 
ing force in the mine, since a considerable 
quantity of ore is now on hand. When the 
full force shall again be demanded it will make 
athriving little Mexican settlement up in the 
mountains, 

The miners are a free and easy sort of folk, 
not over scrupulous how they dress, or whether 
they dress at all at their work, and quite as 
careless of the manner in which they spend or 
squander their earnings.

Descending the well built, winding road, we 
came again tothe furnaces. There are new 
ones. building to replace the old that are al- 
ready worn out. The loads of ore are brought 
down by the road to a level with the top of the 
turnace, where it is separated into the coarser 
and finer pieces. The process of extracting 
the metal from the ore is simple. The ore is 
placed in the furnaces where a gentle and 
steady heat is applied. As it ditliuses itself 
through the mass, the quicksilver contained in 


and falls by its 6wn weight, and trickles down 
and out at little pipes leading from the bottom 
of the chambers of the furnace, and emptying 
into vessels placed to receive it. From one of 
these pipes we saw a steady stream of pure 
quicksilver running, and from others it was 
falling more or less rapidly in drops. In one 
vessel there must have been several gallons of 
pure metal, in others there were less quantities. 
As it accumulates, it is dipped out and weigh- 
ed, and put into wrought iron flasks, containing 
75 pounds each. 

Thus secured it is ready to be transported to 
Mexico, its principal market, or elsewhere, as 
it is required. ‘The time occupied in filling the 
furnace, and extracting all the metal from a 
batch of ore, is about a week. During this time 
the heat has reached every particle of quick- 
silver, though imbedded ever so deeply in 
stone, and made it into vapor and set it free 
When this is accomplished, the furnace or 
oven is opened, that the mass of rock may be 
removed to make way for another batch of ore. 
When these ovens are first broken open they 
must not be too soon approached, for the air is 
charged with the quicksilver escaping in the 
form of vapor, and if any one breathes it he 
will surcly be salivated! Indeed, while the 
ovens were closely shut up and the process was 
going on within, we were cautioned not to re- 
main long on the top where possibly a little
